Bt it enacted by iht Legislature of the. State of Minnesota:

SECTION 1. That section twenty-four of Article five, of an
Act passed March sixth, one thousand eight hundred andfifty-
tseven, entitled an Act to Incorporate the City of Winona SB
hereby amended BO as to read as follows :—

" Section 24. All lands or lots struck off to the City, as How eerUJB
provided in the seventeenth section of this article, shall con- tote
tinue liable to be taxed in the same manner as if they were
the property of individuals, and such taxes and interest and
charges thereon shall be a lien upon such lands'or lots, but
no lands or lota BO struck off to the City shall be offered for
Bale for any taxes levied thereon by said City subsequent to
such sale until the same shall have been redeemed, or shall
have been sold by the City, or the tax certificate issued to
the City shall have been assigned."

SEO. 2. That section one of chapter seven of the same
Act be amended by adding to the said section as'follows :—Amena ^
"Tbe owner or holder of any Order or Orders issued by order of
the City Council on the treasury of the City, if, on presenta-
tion of the same to the City Treasurer for payment, the funds
in the City Treasury should not be sufficient to pay such
Order, shall be entitled to have said Order or Orders regis-
tered by the Treasurer in such a manner as the City Council
shall direct, and all moneys paid into the Treasury shall be
applied towards paying such Orders presented and regis-
tered in the order they were so registered.

SEC. 3. This Act shall in no way affect or invalidate any
sales for delinquent taxes heretofore made.

SEC. 4. This Act shall take effect and be in force from
and after its passage.
